GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

The  health  services  existing  prior  to  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  on  5th  July  1948, 
are  in  the  main  unchanged  apart  from  alterations  in  the 
authorities  administering  them. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  following  laboratory  facilities  are  available  to  this 
Authority  and  to  General  Practitioners  in  the  Area  : —

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(b)  Ambiilance  Services 

(i)  On  5th  July  1948,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  a  County 
Ambulance  Service  was  set  up.  This  service  is 
operated  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Fire 
Service  and  centred  on  Huntingdon.  Ambulances 
are  available  on  doctors'  orders.  Tel.  :  Hunting¬ 
don  67. 

(ii)  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  have  available 
an  ambulance  in  St.  Ives.  The  Association  co¬ 
operates  with  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  This 
am.bulance  is  available  direct  in  emergency.

The  administration  of  the  Home  Nursing  Services  of  the 
Borough  following  5th  July  1948,  ceases  to  be  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  County  and  District  Nursing  Associations,  and 
now  comes  under  the  Huntingdon  County  Council  Health 
Department. 

One  nurse-midwife,  residing  in  St.  Ives  (Tel.  :  St.  Ives 
2228),  carries  out  Home  Nursing  and  attends  maternity  cases 
in  the  Borough.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


1  (i)  Water. — The  consumption  of  water  in  the 

Borough,  which  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Chesterton  and 
St.  Ives  Joint  Water  Board,  once  again  shows  an  increase  on 
the  previous  year;  this  has  naturally  affected  the  pressure, 
but  not  sufficiently  to  cause  any  serious  problem.  The 
Board  is  carrying  out  certain  new  pipe  lines  outside  the 
Borough  which  should  materially  increase  the  pressure  in  the 
future  when  completed. 

The  Board  continues  to  treat  the  water  at  source  by 
chlorination  and  de-chlorination. 

The  rainfall  in  the  area  for  the  year  was  28.27  inches, 
which  is  slightly  above  the  average  for  this  district  iand 
therefore  did  not  affect  the  private  supplies  which  still 
remain. 

1 17  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from 
various  points  in  the  Borough  and,  as  in  previous  years, 
these  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  for  examination  and  report :  4  samples  were  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  and  were  corrected  by  flushing. 

The  total  consumption  for  the  year  was  36,848,000 
gallons,  which  is  an  increase  of  2,694,000  gallons  on  the 
previous  year.

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  work  other  than 
maintenance  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  Council 
has  had  under  consideration  a  sewerage  scheme  drawn  up 
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by  a  firm  of  consulting  engineers  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £110,000  and)  although 
there  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  same,  the  matter  has  been 
deferred  for  the  time  being  owing  to  the  excessive  cost  which, 
in  the  absence  of  substantial  grants,  is  too  heavy  a  liability 
on  the  rates  at  the  present  moment. 

2  Rivers  and  Streams. — Owing  to  the  lack  of  heavy 
rainfall  during  the  year,  the  River  Great  Ouse,  which  flows 
through  the  Borough  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  River 
Great  Ouse  Catchment  Board,  did  not  flood  to  any  extent 
during  the  winter  months  and  therefore  the  town  was  not 
affected  in  any  way. 

The  maintenance,  widening,  and  cleansing  of  certain 
ditches  which  discharge  into  the  river  was  undertaken  during 
the  year. 

3  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — No  material  change 
has  taken  place  during  the  year  :  all  new  properties  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

The  method  of  collection  of  nightsoil  remains  the  same. 
No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

(2)  Public  Cleansing. — The  Council  contract  for  the 
collection  of  house  refuse,  which  has  shown  a  marked  in¬ 
crease  in  volume  during  recent  years  partly  caused  through 
the  erection  of  new  houses  and  partly  through  the  change  in 
character  of  refuse,  which  has  taken  place  during  the  last 
few  years,  which  in  consequence  has  added  to  the  bulk. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  still  remains  a  problem,  but 
has  been  dealt  with  by  tipping. 

The  collection  of  saleable  salvage  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year  and,  athough  the  Council  has  canvassed 
occupiers  to  make  special  efforts  from  time  to  time,  there 
continues  to  be  a  marked  falling-off  in  the  amount  obtained, 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  still  stresses  the 
importance  of  collecting  all  salvage,  the  Council  has  agreed 
to  carry  bn  as  long  the  Ministry  request. 

Approximately  25  tons  of  materials  were  sold  and  realised 
the  sumi  of  £170. 

4  Shops  and  Offices. — No  infringements  were  found  and 
no  complaints  received  during  the  year. 

5  Camping  Sites. — No  applications  were  received  for  the 
licensing  of  camping  sites  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  during 
the  year  and  no  licences  have  been  granted  previously. 

6  Smoke  Abatement. — -No  nuisances  were  observed  with 
regard  to  smoke  and  no  complaints  were  received. 

7  Swimming  Baths. — The  swimming  baths,  which  is 
situated  so  that  a  stream  of  water  flows  from  the  main  River 
Ouse  through  the  baths  to  a  backwater,  was  emptied  and 
cleansed  before  opening.  Although  the  season  was  not  very 
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favourable  for  open-air  swimming,  the  attendance  was 
satisfactory. 

8  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — No  complaints  of  infesta¬ 
tion  were  received  during  the  year,  and  no  premises  were 
found  to  be  infested. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

{a)  Milk  Supply. — As  in  previous  years,  the  majority  of 
the  milk  which  is  retailed  in  the  Borough  is  produced  in  the 
St.  Ives  Rural  District  area.  The  cowsheds  and  dairies  in 
the  District  number  5  and  these  have  all  been  maintained  in 
a  satisfactory  manner. 

(b)  Meat. — The  Ministry  of  Food  are  still  in  occupation 
of  the  Borough  slaughter-house,  and  the  examination  of  all 
the  meat  is  carried  out  by  officials  who  are  appointed  and 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Council.  No  private 
slaughter-houses  were  used  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Bakehouses. — -The  number  of  bakehouses  in  the 
Borough  remains  the  same — three — these  have  all  been  main¬ 
tained  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  minor  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time.

It  is  felt  that  parents  do  not  take  sufficient  precautions 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  more  common  of  the  infectious 
diseases.  It  appears  to  be  considered  that  children  must 
inevitably  contract  these  diseases  at  some  time  within  their 
lives  and  that  they  will  “get  over  them”  with  no  lasting 
harm.  This  argument  is  a  false  and  lazy  one.  No  disease 
can  leave  the  body  exactly  as  it  finds  it,  though  the  damage 
done  may  be  very  small.

Parents  should  see  to  it  that  their  children  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  are  kept  apart  from  their  healthy 
playmates. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  came  into 
force  on  5th  July  1948,  transferred  the  responsibility  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  from  the  District  Authorities  to  the 
Huntingdon  County  Council. 

From  records  available  82.6  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
child  population  (0-14  years)  of  the  Borough  have  received 
a  primary  course  of  immunisation,  but  only  48.9  per  cent  of 
the  babies  (0-4  years)  are  so  protected. 

This  is  not  good  enough. 

Diphtheria  is  essentially  a  school-spread  disease — infected 
pupils  passing  the  complaint  to  their  fellows  and  to  other 
members  of  their  families,  of  whom  the  babies  are  in  greatest 
danger. 

Few  deaths  occur  among  the  adequately  protected. 

Mothers  must  protect  their  babies  from  this  deadly 
disease.  If  three-quarters  of  all  babies  were  immunised, 
diphtheria  would  be  stamped  out  of  this  country. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  are  avail¬ 
able  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  through  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  from  your  own  doctors. 
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
